THURSDAY  MORNING 

The  United  American  Free  Will  Baptist  North  East  .Conference  B  Divi- 
sion met  with  the  Bethel  Chapel  F.  W.  B.  Church  at  Washington,  N.  C, 
Thursday  morning,  November  7,  1946  at  11:00  o'clock  to  hold  its  7  8th 
annual  session,  with  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner  of  Ayden,  N.  C,  Presiding 
Moderator. 

The  Bethel  Chapel  choir  filled  the  choir  stand.  Rev.  C.  E.  Moore,  of 
Bonnerton,  N.  C,  led  the  devotion,  after  which  he  presented  the  Rev.  R.  L. 
Strickland  who  was  to  preach  the  introductory.  Rev.  Strickland  gave 
greetings  and  thanksgiving,  then  chose  his  text  from  St.  Matthew  8:1-2-3-4. 
Subject,  "Keep  Jesus  On  Board."  A  very  fine  spiritual  sermon  was  preach- 
ed and  enjoyed  by  all. 

At  this  point  the  public  collectors,  Rev.  W.  L.  Jones  and  Rev.  J.  T.  Swin- 
dell, came  forward  and  raised  $20  0.0  0.  After  which  the  Rev.  E.  D.  Taylor 
and  Rev.  Andrew  Smith  were  appointed  to  seat  the  officials  in  the  cabinet. 
The  moderator  and  other  cabinet  members  gave  timely  greetings  which  was 
enjoyed  by  all.    At  1:30  P.  M.  we  closed  for  dinner  hour. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION,  3:00  P.  M. 

We  entered  the  church  for  the  afternoon  session.  The  Rev.  Churchill 
Thomas  led  a  short  devotion,  after  which  the  meeting  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  moderator,  Rev.  W.  S.  Gardner,  who  came  before  the  con- 
ference with  timely  remarks  and  read  a  portion  of  the  law  governing  the 
conference  and  declared  the  meeting  open  and  ready  for  any  business  that 
might  lawfully  come  before  it. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  official  roll  be  called  and  officers  qualified. 
Motion  prevailed  that  the  moderator  and  his  cabinet  be  empowered  to 
appoint  the  various  committees  (see  committee  reports). 

We  at  once  began  to  appoint  the  committees  and  the  work  of  the  con- 
ference. Rev.  P.  A.  Hodges,  chairman  General  Executive  Board,  was  pres- 
ent and  made  a  timely  talk  concerning  the  work  of  the  church.  Response 
by  Rev.  E.  H.  Cox.  General  Moderator  Hill  made  a  great  speech  concern- 
ing the  opening  of  the  Kinston  College.  He  explained  to  us  what  it  would 
mean  to  us  if  we  succeeded  in  our  effort  and  what  it  would  mean  to  us  if 
we  failed  as  a  denomination.  Everyone  enjoyed  what  was  said  in  every 
way. 

Closed  at  5:00  P.  M.    Rev.  N.  A.  Keenan  was  appointed  to  preach  at 
7:30  P.  M.    Rev.  J.  H.  Thrower  to  open  and  close. 
The  benediction  was  by  Rev.  E.  L.  Tyson. 

THURSDAY  NIGHT  SESSION,  7:00  P.  M. 

A  spiritual  prayer  service  was  led  by  Sister  Cammie  Williams  and  Sister 
Bettie  Whitfield.  At  8:00  o'clock  the  Bethel  Chapel  Choir  filled  the  stand 
and  rendered  music  for  the  devotional  service.    At  this  point  Miss  Fannie 
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F.  Floyd  was  presented  as  mistress  of  ceremonies,  and  she  came  before  us 
and  entertained  the  conference  with  a  high  class  program  as  follows:

In  behalf  of  the  Y.  P.  C.  L.,  Appointee;  In  behalf  of  the  churches  in  this 
city,  Rev.  Humford;  Music  by  Choir;  In  behalf  of  the  High  School,  Prof. 
Jones;  Response  by  Rev.  B.  L.  Brown. 

At  this  point  the  service  was  changed.  Rev.  J.  H.  Thrower  presented 
the  Rev.  N.  A.  Keenan,  who  chose  a  text  from  Acts  1:8-10,  subject  "Look 
Up."  From  the  text  and  subject  a  very  fine  sermon  was  preached,  after 
which  the  public  collectors,  Rev.  J.  T.  Swindell,  Rev.  W.  L.  Jones,  Deacon 
Corey  and  Rev.  H.  Morris,  came  forward  and  raised  $42.06. 

The  meeting  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  moderator,  who  made  a  few 
remarks  and  presented  the  pastor,  Rev.  L.  W.  Blow,  who  assigned  homes.

At  10:00  A.  M.  the  Rev.  M.  H.  Mitchell  led  the  devotion  with  Hymn  No. 
15  and  read  a  Scripture  lesson  from  the  3  7th  Psalm.  Prayer  by  Deacon 
Freeman.  Second  hymn  No.  315,  after  which  the  meeting  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  vice-moderator,  who  with  a  few  remarks  declared  the 
conference  open  and  ready  for  business.  (The  moderator  was  called  to 
Greenville  on  business.) 

First  order  of  business  was  calling  the  official  roll.  All  were  present 
except  the  moderator  A  motion  prevailed  that  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious day's  session  be  read.  Two  corrections  were  made.  We  at  once 
entered  into  the  business  of  the  conference  by  calling  for  church  reports, 
and  appointing  the  various  committees  that  were  not  appointed  previously. 
At  this  point  the  moderator  came  in  and  stated  to  the  conference  why  he 
was  late.  We  continued  the  work  of  the  conference.  At  the  close  of  the 
session  Mrs.  Corenth  Duggins  and  Mrs.  Hattie  G.  Jones  were  given  space 
to  greet  us  from  the  women's  department.    Each  made  timely  talks. 

The  greeting  was  continued  by  Rev.  B.  C.  Bryant,  moderator  N.  W.  Con- 
ference B  Division.  Rev.  Bryant  said  many  things  that  will  be  of  much 
help  to  the  church  if  we  just  take  them  in.  We  are  proud  to  have  Rev. 
Bryant  come  in  and  look  on  us.    We  closed  for  dinner  at  1:30  P.  M. 

FRIDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION,  3:00  P.  M. 

At  3:00  P.  M.  Rev.  Sister  Hattie  Cobbs,  Rev.  Sister  Alice  Hemby  and  Rev. 
Churchill  Thomas  led  the  devotion,  after  which  the  moderator  announced 
the  conference  open  and  ready  for  business.  We  continued  the  work  of  the 
conference  by  taking  in  church  reports.  The  Mt.  Zion  church  failed  to 
report  its  Educational  money.  Rev.  W.  J.  Miller,  pastor,  was  called  in 
question.  The  moderator  gave  him  time  to  go  back  and  raise  $45.00  for 
K.  C.  The  Live  Oak  church  failed  to  report  its  Educational  money.  The 
deacon  was  called  in  question.    General  Moderator  Hill  suggested  that  the 
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deacon  see  Rev.  P.  R.  Hood,  pastor,  and  try  to  make  the  Educational  report. 
The  conference  closed  at  5:00  P.  M.    Benediction  by  Rev.  P.  T.  Chauman. 

FRIDAY  NIGHT  SESSION,  7:00  P.  M. 

At  7:00  P.  M.  a  very  spiritual  devotion  was  enjoyed  by  all,  and  followed 
by  a  candle  light  drill  led  by  the  moderator  and  his  assistant,  and  followed 
by  the  public.  Everyone  enjoyed  the  drill.  The  educational  rally  began 
proper.

Motion  prevailed  that  this  North  East  Conference  B  Division  convene 
with  the  Little  Creek  F.  W.  B.  Church  near  Ayden,  N.  C,  Thursday  before 
the  second  Sunday  in  November,  1947,  at  10:00  A.  M.  Rev.  Leary  Dixon, 
introductory;  Rev.  C.  E.  Moore,  alternate.  Rev.  M.  H.  Mitchell  was  ap- 
pointed to  preach  at  3:00  P.  M.    Rev.  E.  L.  Tyson  to  open  and  close. 

SATURDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION,  3:00  P.  M. 

At  3:00  P.  M.  Rev.  Tyson  led  a  spiritual  devotion,  after  which  he  pre- 
sented the  Rev.  M.  H.  Mitchell,  who  came  before  us  with  words  of  thought, 
then  chose  his  text  and  preached  a  wonderful  sermon.  The  public  collec- 
tion raised  $28.00. 

Rev.  S.  Hebby  was  appointed  to  preach  Saturday  night.  Rev.  E.  L.  Tyson 
to  open  and  close.    Remarks  by  the  moderator.    Benediction,  Rev.  Tyson. 

SATURDAY  NIGHT  SESSION,  7:00  P.  M. 

At  the  usual  time  a  very  fine  prayer  service  was  led  by  the  members  of 
the  conference.  All  seemed  to  be  in  high  spirits.  After  Which  the  Rev.

RESOLUTIONS  FOR  1946 

We  your  committee  on  resolutions  beg  to  make  our  report. 

(1)  Resolved  that  this  conference  be  known  as  the  North  East  Annual 
Conference  B.  Division,  of  the  U.  A.  Free  Will  Baptist  Denomination 
founded  October  11,  1868. 

(2)  Resolve.  That  this  conference  shall  convene  on  Thursday  before 
the  second  Sunday  in  November  of  each  year. 

(3)  Resolve.  That  the  officers  of  this  conference  shall  be  Moderator, 
Secretary,  Assistant  Moderator,  Assistant  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  ap- 
pointees. 

(4)  Resolve.  That  the  moderator  shall  give  his  annual  address  each 
year  in  the  opening  of  the  conference  session. 

(5)  Resolve.  That  all  ministers  and  delegates  be  present  at  the  first 
day's  sitting  or  render  a  lawful  excuse. 

(6)  Each  ordained  elder  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $5.00  per  year,  and  the 
licentiates  $3.50. 

(7)  If  charge  be  brought  by  one  brother  against  another  in  the  North 
East  Annual  Conference,  the  defendant  shall  pay  all  the  expenses,  if 
guilty. 
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(8)  All  ministers  who  buy  cites  for  churches  or  schools  in  the  North 
East  district,  shall  see  that  all  deeds  are  made  to  trustee  and  their  suc- 
cessors and  to  the  United  American  North  East  Conference  B  Division. 

(9)  All  deacons  are  members  of  the  union  meeting  by  virtue  of  their  * 
office,  and  they  shall  report  to  the  union  by  letter  or  person.    Failing  to 
comply  shall  be  reported  to  conference  by  the  union  meeting  of  which  they 
are  members. 

(10)  The  conference  shall  appoint  missionaries,  and  they  shall  be  furn- 
ished with  credentials  bearing  the  conference  seal,  signed  by  the  Moderator 
and  Secretary. 

(11)  All  preachers  in  good  standing  shall  receive  a  certificate  each 
conference  year  signed  by  the  Moderator  and  Secretary. 

(12)  All  preachers  shall  attend  the  Women's  Home  Mission,  the  Sun- 
day School  Convention  and  the  Y.  P.  C.  L.  convention  or  render  lawful 
excuse. 

(13)  If  a  minister  belonging  to  this  conference  depart  this  life,  his 
funeral  shall  be  attended  in  the  conference. 

(14)  Each  church  in  its  district  shall  report  to  the  union  meeting  with 
not  less  than  $2.00  each  union. 

(15)  The  Sunday  School  shall  constitute  a  convention  bearing  the  title 
of  the  North  East  Sunday  School  Convention.  This  applies  to  the  W.  H. 
Mission  and  the  Y.  P.  C.  L.  Convention. 

(16)  The  Moderator  shall  be  the  chairman  ex-officio  of  the  committee 
on  arrangements. 

(17)  The  trustees  of  this  conference  shall  bring  forward  a  written  re- 
port of  their  actions  during  the  intervening  of  the  conference. 

(18)  Personal  checks  will  not  be  accepted  at  the  session  of  the  con- 
ference. 

(19)  No  church  shall  go  over  three  months  without  a  pastor.  If  any 
church  go  over  three  months  without  a  pastor,  the  Moderator  shall  call 
that  church  together  and  elect  them  a  pastor  by  the  majority  of  members 
that  may  be  present. 

(20)  Resolved.  No  minister  of  any  other  denomination  shall  be  ac- 
cepted in  the  North  East  Annual  Conference  B.  Division  without  letter  of 
recommendation  from  the  church  from  which  he  came. 

(21)  There  shall  be  a  ministerial  institute  held  in  the  North  East 
Annual  Conference  each  year  for  the  benefit  of  the  ministers  and  Christian 
workers  of  said  Conference. 

(22)  Resolved.    That  there  will  be  money  appropriated  by  this  Con- 
ference to  help  bear  the  expense  of  the  said  institute. 

(23)  Resolved.    That  Resolution  No.  10  be  enforced  by  the  Modera- 
tor.   Resolved  that  all  the  other  resolutions  be  retained.
